FIRST ESCAPE WAS SIXTEEN 
YEARS AGO TODAY; OTHER 


EFFORTS RUMORED

Almost from the start of 


Adolf Hitler's rise to pow- 
er, there have been repeat- 
ed but unverified reports 
of attempts on his life. 


His first escape from vio- 


lent harm during his polit- 
ical career came in 1923, 
sixteen years 
ago today, when 
, troops broke up the NaU putsch 


from the Beer Cellar wrecked by 
last night's explosion. Sixteen of 
. Hitler's comrades were slain. 
Early in his regime, assassina- 
tion attempts were reported fre- 
quently, but in recent years few 
have come to light.

GANDHI DELIVERS 


STRONGLY WORDED 


FREEDOM APPEAL 


NEW FUEL ADDED TO FIRE 


OF INDIA'S UNREST TO 


WORRY BRITISH 


BOMBAY, 
Nov. 9.—(£•)— 
A 


strongly worded demand for In- 
dia's political freedom, delivered 
by Mohandas K. Gandhi, added 
new fuel today to the fire of 
Indian unrest which Britain has 
been trying to subdue pending the 
end of the European war. 
Rejecting the British contention 
that India must achieve unity be- 
fore acquiring dominion status, the 
wizened, 70-year-old Hindu, 
na- 
tionalist leader declared at War- 
dha that only through "freedom 
from bondage" can his people solve 
their internal problems. 
"Once a declaration to free India 
not in easy stages but at once, Is 
made," Gandhi said, "an interim 
solution will be found easy. The 
protection of the rights of minori- 
ties will then become simple." 


He added that "If the time has 


not yet come for acceptance of the 
fundamental truth, I would sug- 
gest that a further effort to reach 
a solution be suspended." 
The utterance brought no Imme- 
diate reply from tho British Vice- 
roy, Lord Linllthgow, who had 
announced Sunday, that he would 
contlnce his efforts to reconcile dif- 
ference between Gandhi's dominant 
all-India congress party, the Mos- 
lem league and the Indian princes. 


Linllthgow has been seeking to 
reform Indian governments which 
resigned in six provinces in pro- 
tests against Britain's present re- 
fusal to consider demands for do- 
minion status.

LONDON, Nov. 9.—(/P>—Prime 
Minister Chamberlain declared to- 
day that "the stiff-necked men" 
who run Germany "speak no lan- 
guage but that of force" and, 
therefore, "I am not very hopeful 
of a satisfactory response 
from 
the German chancellor" to tho 
peace proposals 
of Queen Wil- 
helmina and King Leopold. 
The prime minister's declaration 
was delivered 
before the 
lord 
mayor's luncheon by Chancellor 
of tho Exchequer Sir John Simon 
aa Chamberlain was 
suffering 
from gout. 
"Everyone will appreciate the 


lofty motives" of the sovereigns 
of the Netherlands and Belgium 
in their peace appeal of last Tues- 
day and Groat Britain will reply 
after consultation with the do- 
minions and her allies, the declar- 
ation continued. 
'We do not want to continue 
tho war a day longer than is 
necessary If a satisfactory settle- 
ment can be obtained in another 
way," Chamberlain wrote. 
But he reiterated: 
"Since we have been compelled 
to take up arms we shall not lay 
them down until we are assurpd 
that Europe has been freed from 
the threats which have so ions 
paralyzed the life of her peoples." 
Observing that "this strangest 


of wars" must seem to many "no 
war at all but rathtr a sort of 
selge," he continued that at any 
moment It may be changed into 
"a violent conflict." 
"Repeal of tho neutrality

PRESIDENT AGAIN

IN LABOR CIRCLES

,WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—(/P)— 
President Roosevelt explored with 
the leaders of organized labor's 
warring factions today the pros- 
peots of reopening joint AFL-CIO 
peace negotiations. 


• The President talked separate- 
ly at tho White House with 'CIO 
Leader ohn L. Lewis and ALF pres- 
ident, William Green, but when 
they left there was no indication 
that the President's latest effort in 
his two-year campaign to restore 
harmony in the labor movement 
had succeeded. 
Lewis had a broad smile but 
was non-committal'about 'his chat 
with the President, although he 
did say that the conference em- 
braced labor peace, 
"That's all I can do for you to- 
day," Lewis 
told 
newspapermen 


who pressed him with inquiries as 
to whether the 
long 
postponed 
peace conference were soon to be 
resumed. 
Green was more talkative. 
"I told him there was no hurdle 
as far as we were concerned," he 
said. 
'We are ready to resume negotia- 
tions whenever the peace commit-

Netherlands And 
Belgium Prepare 


For Emergency 


AMSTERDAM, Nov. 9.—(/P)—The 
Netherlands cleared out villages 
In new "water lino" regions today 
preparatory to defensive flooding 
and Belgium raised her mobiliza- 
tion 'to a near peak figure of about 
600,000 n.en. 
Passenger service out of Am- 
sterdam was ordered restricted, be- 
ginning at 4 p. m., "In view of 
extraordinary measures taken by 
the railway company." Tho order- 
was believed generally to have been 
due to heavy precautionary move- 
ments of troops eastward. 
The actions of the two nations 
were interpreted as evidence of 
a wary'determination to be ready 
for any turn in the European war. 


Official sources in both Insisted 


however, that they feared no im- 
mediate danger for their respec- 
tive countries.

LANDS TAKE NEW STEPS 


TO BRING PEACE 


AMSTERDAM, Nov. 7.— 


(8>)—Queen Wilhelmina of 
the Netherlands and King 
Leopold of the Belgians to- 
day announced they would 
send messages to Germany, 
Britain and France jointly 
offering their good offices 
for peace. 
The offer to be made to the 
heads of state of the warring pow- 
ers will be as follows, an official 
announcement said: 
"In the hour of anxious tension 


for the world, before war in western 
Europe begins with full power, we 
are convinced we are obligated to 
make our voices heard again. 
"The belligerents declared some 
time ago that they are not stand- 
Ing" obstinately against examina- 
tion of a reasonable and fixed basis 
of a reasonable peace, 
"We consider that In the actual 
circumstances It is difficult for the 
belligerents to seek contact with 
one another, and as the sovereigns 
of two neutral states which have 
good relations with all their neigh- 
bors, we are willing to offer our 
good offices." 
"In case they are accepted, we 
are willing to use all means which 
the belligerents give us and which 
we possess to find, In the spirit of 
friendly understanding, factors to 
facilitate an agreement." 
"This appears to bo our task for 
the welfare of our peoples and for 
the whole world. 
"We hope our offer will be ac- 
cepted and that In this way the 
first step will be taken toward per- 
manent peace."

vital interests. 


There were suggestions that the

King Leopold arrived late last 


evening and proceeded at once to' 
the Noordelne Palace, where he 
conferred with Queen Wilhelmina,

meeting with .Queen Wilhelmina 
today. 


There was no official anhounce- 


ment on the nature of the talk, but 
Informed quarters said King Leo- 
pold was concerned over the pos- 
sibility of a German attack against 
France through Belgium. . 


The king had lunch with the 


queen and then left with his for- 
eign minister, Paul Henri Spaak, 
for Brussels. 


A large crowd, after waiting all 


morning, got a brief glimpse of 
Leopold as he left the palace.

"The Soviet government watches 


the international situation and will 
react to every event," Vorohslloff 
declared after praising the work of 
Soviet troops In Poland and outer 
Mongolia, 


Mechanized units, Including 206 


medium-sized 
tanks,

Hundreds of thousands of civilians 
watched the pageant pass through 
streets decked with red 
banners 


and bunting while war 
planes 


roared overhead In formation. 


Prefacing the parade was the 


keynote speech of Premier-Foreign 
Commissar Vyacheslaff 
Molotoff 
lost night. He predicted the end 
of capitalism and Inferentlally urg- 
ed communists in foreign coun- 
tries to work toward that aim. 


Referring to economic 
crises 


since 1929, In which he specifically 
mentioned the 
United 
States, 


Great Britain and France, Molo- 
toff suggested: 


"Is any further proof needed to 


show that the Internal affairs of 
capitalist countries are In a very 
bad way Indeed, that discontent Is 
naturally gathering among their 
exploited and oppressed masses 
and that everything is making for 
new and 
Inevitable 
outbreaks 
agah.st the power of capitalism.? 
"In one form or another this Is 


the case in every capitalist coun- 
try." 


Blaming capitalism for war, in- 


cluding the Japanese-Chinese con- 
flict as well as the struggle In Eu- 
rope, Molotoff said, "certain plans 
for extending the war, by Involv- 
ing the Soviet Union, for example, 
have gone awry. We Soviet peo- 
ple have once again shown that 
we do not dance to others' mu- 
sic." 


Asserting that Russia stood for 


peace and was making 
"ardent 


efforts to effect rapid termination 
of the war," Molotoff 
gave no 


suggestion that Germany might ex- 
pect military aid from the Soviet 
Union.

ARMY AND NAVY HOPE 
FOREIGN WAR ORDERS 
TO AID DEPARTMENTS 


EXPECT PRODUCTIVE CAPAC- 


ITY AMERICAN PLANTS 


TO BE INCREASED

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
8.—(Pi— 
Forced to rely chiefly on volun- 
tary cooperation, tho army and 
navy are striving to make Euro- 
pean wnr orders an aid rather than 
a hindrance to American defense 
efforts. 


Officials said today that for- 


eign contracts for arms and sup- 
plies, expected to reach $1,000,000,- 
000 In tho immediate future, would 
raise a host of complicating prob- 
lems. 


The British embassy announced 


last night that Great Britain and 
France would coordinate their pur- 
chases in tho United States to elim- 
inate competition between them. 


Thus far the British, French and 


other buying groups already here 
have cooperated in reporting their 
needs and plans to an official in- 
tor-departmental clearing commit- 
tee. They do not have to do so, 
however. 


Insofar as they increase the pro- 


ductive capacity of domestic air- 
craft and other industries, the for- 
eign orders are welcomed enthu- 
siastically. 
Allied 
pyrchases 
of 


arms and supplies totaling more 
than $4,000.000,000 in 1914-18 dem- 
onstrated, however, 
that 
export 


sales create difficulties 
for the 
army and navy. 


American arms plants were gear- 


ed before 1017 to produce Enficld 
model rifles for tho British army, 
with the result that the United 
States had to use their weapons 
Instead of the 
Springfield 
rifle, 


which was considered to be su- 
perior when this country entered 
the war. 


Rules Relaxed. 


This situation apparently was 


in mind when the army-navy aero- 
nautical board relaxed its rules re- 
cently to permit the sale's abroad of 
late model warplanes and engines. 


An anticipated result, 
officials 


said, is that aircraft manufactur- 
ers will keep their facilities geared 
up to more modern material than 
If they were required to sell only 
older models to foreign buyers. 


For arms desired with a minimum 


of delay, foreign purchasers may' 
have to concentrate on aircraft, 
engines and equipment, and small 
arms ammunition. 


It Is only in these lines, official 


reports indicate, that the United 
States has a munitions Industry 
with surplus capacity beyond tho 
reuuircemnts of the extraordinary 
$110,000,000 army munitions orders 
for which congress provided funds 
last spring. 


Because of this situation, some 


officials think Britain may prefer 
to finance munitions plants 
In 


Canada depending on this country 
chiefly for such miscellaneous sup- 
plies as motor vehicles and food- 
stuffs. 
DANDSOME BRONZE 
CAPITOL DOORKNOBS 
NOT USEDJNY MORE 


AUSTIN, Nov. 10.—(/P)—T h e 


handsome, specially-made bronze 
door knobs and 
hinges 
which 


adorn many original doors in the 
Texas capitol are not being placed 
on doors of now offices and par- 
titions which are under construc- 
tion nearly all tho time. 


Standard 
"hardware'' has been 


used for several years, says the 
board of control, because special 
fixtures would cost much more, 
and moreover, many offices are 
considered temporary and likely 
to be altered. 


The knobs and hinges are ob- 


jects of much Interest to capitol 
visitors. 
The former feature a 


"Lone Star;" tho latter, "Texas 
Capitol," in largo letters. 


Incidentally, If tho designer of 


the door knobs intended to depict 
the state seal accurately, ho made 
an error. The official seal under 
the law calls for a star of five 
points surrounded by olivo and 
live oak branches, The door knobs 
show a star encircled apparently 
only by olive branches. 


This is not the only error made 


Intentionally or unintentionally in 
use of the seal design about the 
capitol. The design etched In tho 
glass of doors to principal offices 
and the capital entrances seems

COLLEGE STATION, Nov. 0— 
Every year thousands of dollars 
"go up in smoke" because leaves 
are burned. The following sum- 
mer gardens and flower beds will 
"burn up" for lack of moisture. 


Leayes are

rate of one pound to 10 pounds

The Yorktown election occurred 
April 3, 1930, and resulted In a vote 
of 204 to 171 to.issue bonds to set 
up the power plant, the petition 
said. 


On or about Oct. 18, 1037, the pe- 


tition added, the company propos- 
ed to Yorktown City council mem- 
bers that they forego building of 
the plant and In return the com- 
pany would pay the city $10,000 
and other valuable concessions. 
On Dec. 29, 1937, the cash consid- 
eration was released to the city 
after It had withdrawn its appli- 
cation for a federal emergency 
administration grant and repealed 
certain resolution 
in connection 


with the proposed plant. 


Since Oct. 18, 1937, the petition 


declared, the contract under which 
the utility company obtained the 
repeal of the resolution in connec- 
tion with the erection of the plant, 
has been in existence between the 
company and the city. 


In addition, the state sought a 
lien upon the property of the pow- 
er company to secure the payment 
of penalties and asked the defend-

Indications were there would be 
a .strong effort to obtain passage 
of a bill by Representative Cole (D- 
Md) designed to curb petroleum 
waste and a resolution by Kepre- 
senattlve Hobbs (D-Ala) asserting 
federal ownership of the subsea de- 
posits. 


Cole, chairman of a house Inter- 
state commerce subcommittee hold- 
Ing hearings on his bill termed the 
defeat of the Atkinson bill, setting 
up a state control program, a "mis- 
take." 


"One 
cannot listen to the navy 
department," he said, "and hear Its 
assertion that It Is BO dependent on 
California • oil for future defense 


purposes without feeling that a mis- 
take has been made by the peo- 
ple." 
The Marylander added he favor- 


ed state action against waste but 
that "within the four corners of my 
bill will be found all that the navy 
desired California to do on Its own 
initiative."
